The recent opening of Na Cuirteanna 
Breithiunais (the Courts of Justice) mark 
the close of some years’ great activity upon 
a building project of major . importance. 

The restoration has been carried out by 
the Commissioners of Public Works, under 
the direction of their architectural staff, and 
included much internal replanning, so as to 
pe simple means of intercommunication 
y spacious corridors, and the placing of most 
of the rooms and offices so that they face 
towards the south. 

Upon the sites of the four former Courts 
new ones of like size have been built. in 
addition to these, on the meridian of the 
building, is the Supreme Court, with a new 
Court on either side of it. 

The Great Hall, receiled and _ repaned, 
forms the main avenue of approach, while a 
foyer, lined with a beautiful sandstone from 
Kerry, commiunicates between the Great Hall 
an‘! the Supreme Court. 

The Law Library, now on the ground floor, 
is situated in the north! block, to the rear of 
the Supreme Court block. On one side of :t 
are the quarters of the barristers, and on 
the other the domicile of the Incorporated 
Law Society. 


With a separate approach from Chancery 
place two Circuit Courts are now available, 
while in the western pavilion, entered from 
a—m—mmm—m4.wvw 


Morgan place, a District Court for civil cases 
has been established. E 

The facades of the old buildings have been 
retained as far as possible. One new block 
of buildings, with the is omy Court and 
two other Courts, has been constructed. 
This is faced with Co. Dublin and Co. Wick- 
low granite, and is shown on one .of our 
photographs. 

The new Courts have all been designed 
with the view of minimising noise while 
securing ample lighting and ventilation. Each 
has a high ded and fittings of hard woods— 
the Supreme Court of quartered figured 
walnut, the other Courts of oak similarly 
treated. All have furniture to match. 


Much use has been made of rubber flooring, 
of which some interesting specimens are to 
be seen, notably in the Great Hall, where ghe 
names of the four provinces, nicely wrought 
in the rubber, forms the centrepiece. 


All the buildings are heated by hot water 
(low pressure) from a central station, some 
of the rooms being heated through their 
floors, so dispensing with visible pipes and 
radiators. 

The Courts and major rooms are ventilated 
hy electrically operated fans, placed in the 
= between the lay lights and the sky- 
ignts, 
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Messrs. J. and P. Good, Ltd., carried out the reconstruction of the dome and other important parts of the Four Courts. 


Communication between floors is by means 
of lifts of the latest design. 

Much attention has been given to the arti- 
ficial lighting, and there are some attractive 
specimens of pendants, brackets and indirect 
hghting.

EFFECT OF SEA WATER 
“ ON CONCRETE. 


The following abstracts of inquiries repre- 
sent a number of those recently submitted 
to the Building Research Station. The in- 
formation given in the replies quoted is 
based on available knowledge. It has to be 
borne in mind that further scientific in- 
vestigations may in the course of time indi- 
cate directions in which the replies might 
be supplemented or modified. Moreover, the 
replies relate to the specific subject of each 
inquiry, and are not necessarily suitable for 
general application to all similar problems. 
DETERIORATION OF CONCRETE SEA- 

WALL. 

A firm of public works contractors sub- 
mitted samples of concrete from a concrete 
sea-wall which had deteriorated under the 
action of sea-water within a period of about 
two years, and asked if it was possible to 
explain this rapid deterioration | 

teply :'— From an examination of the speci- 
mens submitted it is obvious that the con- 
crete has been either too dry or insufficiently 
rammed. ‘The material is far from homo- 
geneous, and is honeycombed with voids be- 
tween the aggregate. The sand appears to 
have been badly graded and the mix was pro- 
bably harsh in working, thus rendering 
adequate compacting of a dry mix more difh- 
‘cult. Considerable action of sea-water is evi- 
dent, but the permeable state of the concrete 
would besthe pyime factor in causing such 
rapid deterioration.

CONCRETE.

Reply :—The examination of the sample of 
broken granite submitted showed that over 
50 ny cent. by pon ae passed through a No. 4 
(5-16 in.) sieve and that a considerable pro- 
portion of fine dust was present. The presence 
of dust to the extent of more than one or two 
eer cent. is definitely harmful to concrete. 
Vhen the dry materials contain an excess cf 
fine particles, a considerable increase in the 
—, of mixing water is necessary in] a 
ecrease in the strength of the finished con- 
crete will result. 

If, as stated, the granite is to be combined 
with cement and sand in the proportion of 
1:2:4, then an apparently oversanded mix will 
result and will lead to an excessive water re- 
quirement, lack of workability and low 
strength. If the granite be used without sand, 
merely mixing the cement and granite in the 
ratio of 1:6, then a good strength will be ob 
tained, although the concrete will not be parti- 
cularly workable. If the granite is first sieved 
on a No. 4 sieve and only the retained mate- 
rial used with ordirary sand, then a good 
concrete could be made; the removal of the 
fine dust from the granite (material passing a 
No. 00 sieve) would not be sufficient to im 
prove the quality of the concrete.

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Louth Farmer Fined. 
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From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
! DUNDALK, Wednesday. 
HE prosecutjon of a farmer from the 
ft Cooley district for possession of a 
revolver and shotgun without a firearms 
licence evoked references to the Public Safety 
Act in Dundalk Court to-day. 

A Guard gave evidence that, on searching 
the residence of the defendant, Henry Patter- 
son, of Annaloughan, he found a revolver in 
a space in the wall between the top of the 
the roof. The defendant denied 
knowledge of its presence. When he had 
found the revolver,’ the defendant's wife 
handed him over the shotgun from a locked 
press. The defendant had another shotgun 
for which he held a licence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’ Hagan, defending, 
the witness admitted that the revolver was 
in a remote place. It bore no traces of recent 
attention. 

Mr. O’Haganu said that, though the 
weapons had been found on his premises, the 
defendant would satisfy the Court that he 
would not do anything which would be sub- 
versive to the best interests of the State. He 
was ignorant of the presence of the revolver, 
and could only suggest that it had belonged 
to his father, who had been a bailiff ‘with 
Lord Clermont. Evidence from people of the 
highest standing in the county would be called 
to prove defendent’s high character. 

Mr. A. N. Sheridan, County Registrar for 
Louth, said that, knowing how serious a 
charge of this nature was at the present 
time. and knowing the defendant’ well, he 
thought it his duty to tell the Court that

he had known him as an inoffensive, decent 
man, never mixed up with anything, and of 
the highest character. 

The Justice said that, having regard to the 
excellent character given to Patterson, he 
could not believe he would swear he did not 
know about the revolver if he had knowledge 
of it. As to the shotgun, defendant, as an 
man, should have known, from 
the many prosecutions taken in the courts, 
that he shonld have a firearm licensed, even 
if only in his possession for five minutes. 
He fined the defendant £2 for failure to 
license the shotgun. and ordered the confisca- 
tion of both weapons. :

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Murder of Young Man who gave Evidence 
in Illegal Drilling Charge. 


Judge’s Comments in 


Compensation. Claim.

' TIPPERARY, Wednesday. 
HE death of the Iarm labourer, John 
Ryan (24), whose bullet-riddled body 
was found prop: “— against the roadsule 
fence at a cros§-roads at Ayle, a remote spot 
w8ix miles from Tipperary town and three 
miles from Cappawhite, the morning of 
July 19th last, was coated to-day when, at 
Tipperary Circuit Court, before Judge Sealy. 
the boy's father, Thomas Ryan, farm 
labourer, who resides at Toom, Cappawhite, 
claimed £2,000 compensation for his son’s 
murder. a 

The Ryan family are known locally hy the 
term “' Alty,”’ to distinguish them from the 
numerous other families of the same name in 
the district. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., with Mr. M. J. 
Lónnon (instructed by Mr. F. J. O'Connor, 
State Solicitor), appeared for the applicant, 
and Mr. J. L. Esmonde (instructed by Mr. 
F. E. Tydd, solicitor), for the South Tipperary 
County Council 

Mr. Lavery said that the basis of the 
application was that Rvan was murdered he- 
cause he had given evidence against certain 
persons who were charged with illegal drill- 
ing. He had been emploved for some vears 
with a Mrs. Breen, who had a farm at Ayle 
He was a steady, industrious youth, who gave 
satisfaction to his employer. and was a good 
son to his parents. 

Some little time aco he was asked to join 
an illegal organisation having for its express 
object the overthrow of the State hv force of 
arms, and he assented to that proposition, 
probably for the sake of the novelty and spice 
of danger that presented itself. He, 
apparently, regarded the thine more or less 
as a joke — something which he could 
take on lightly and conld pas off 
lightlv—but, ‘in fact. he was entering an 
organisation ruled and governed: by persons 
working underground. who were ready to go 
to anv lencths to achieve their dreadful ends, 
though presenting themselves to the youth of 
the country. of whom John Ryan was a 
typical example, as something attractive, 
tending to novelty and adventrre. 

ILLEGAL DRILLING CHARGE. 

Mr. Lavery narrated the circumstances in 
which Ryan came to give evidence at the 
District. and Circuit Courts in the charge of 
illegal drilling in his district, and said that 


some months after he had given this testi- 
mony he was taken from his bed at dead of 
night and shot like a dog on the roadside, 
with a notice pinned to his breast indicating 
piainly, for all the world to know. why he 
had been shot and what the true nature was 
of the organisation which he had entered. - 
Mr. Laverv read the following letter which 
he said Ryan received through the post on 
April 27th: . : 
“ Headquarters, South Tipperary Brigade, 
“Trish Republican Army,— 
‘Whereas, vou have been found guilty of 


treacherv, you are hereby ordered to leave 
Ireland within a period of three weel:s. If 
vou are found in anv part of Ireland on or 
after May 19th your life will be forfeited. 

“ By Order. 
! “Sioned. Brigade Adjutant.”’

Patrick Breen stated that Ryan em- 
ploved as a Jabourer by his mother, who had 
a farm at Ayle. Ryan slept at the farm, 
which was about a mile and a half from his 
father’s home at Toom. On Sunday night, 
July 19th. witness and Rvan returned to the 
farmhouse at Ayle together. It was about 
12 o'clock, and they were the last of the 
household in. They went to bed immediately. 
witness sleeping in a room on the ground floor 
and Ryan in a room above him. About half- 
past twelve’ witness was awakened by Rvan, 
who said that there were detectives knocking 
af. the door. Witness told Ryan to let them 
in. Ryan and witness expressed surprise that

if the visitors were detective officers they had 
rot brought some local Civic Guards with 


them. 
“A ROUND-UP,” 

They told Ryan to dress and come alon 
with them, saying that there was a genera 
round-up of ‘‘the lads ” in the district that 
night, and that they had Billie Ryan and 
Sean Allen in a car on the road, It was ony 
a matter of going to Jipperary, they sai 
They then léft. Next morning witness heard 
that there was a tinker dead at the Cross- 
roads, and shortly before eight o'clock, after 
“choose, Bey cows, when he came down to the 
Cross saw Ryan's dead body ptopped up 
against the roadside fence. 

In answer to the Judge, witness said that 
ane house, was about fifty yards from the 
road. 
Thomas Ryan, father of John ‘Ryan, in evi- 
dence, stated that his son was an industricus 
young man, who gave his wages regularly to 
his mother. Witness had an elder son, aged 
twenty-eight, who was in delicate health, and 
three young sons, aged between eleven and 
fifteen years. He had two married daughters. 

he orig Ryan, wife of the last witness, 
said that her dead son's wages were £25 a 
year, Last year he gave her £18. 


SEVEN BULLET WOUNDS. 

Dr. P. Barry Ryan, Cappawhite, said that 
there were seven bullet wounds in the body. 

Sergeant P. Geraghty, Cappawhite, said 
that on the road in front of the body was a 
pool of blood. Attached to the neck by ‘a 
piece of stving was an inscription :— 

‘Spies and informers beware!—I.R.A.’’ 

Guard P. Mallins, Cappawnite, stated that 
some time in April Fina showed him a 
threatening letter, which, he -aid, he Lad re- 
ceived *hrough the post. 

In answer to Mr. Esmonde, witness said 
that Ryan appeared to treat the letter more 
or less as a joke. No protection was given 
Kyan by the local Guards after the receipt 
ot the, letter. 

Chief Superintendent Hannigan stated 
that in July last things were unsettled in 
Tipperary. There was in existence an 
iljegal organisation calling itself the I.R.A.., 
having for its object the overthrow of the 
State by force of arms, and which had taken 
úa in illegal drilling. The deceased man, 
John Ryan, was a member of that organisa- 
tion, and had given evidence against some 
members of it from his own district who 
were prosecuted for illegal drilling. 


Mr. Esmonde argued that the applicant 
was not entitled to any compensation, and 
that, 1f compensation were given, the case 
should be dealt with on the basis of the 
Workmen's Compensation Act. 

JUDGE'S COMMENTS. 

Judge Sealy said that this murder of John 
Ryan had been universally condemned in the 
hree State, but it was unnecessary for him 
to add anything to that condemnation. If

servators, was challenged at the first 
ireeting of the newly-elected Board, which 
was held in Enniscorthy yesterday. 

The three members are :—General Browne- 
Clayton, Carlow; the Right Hon. H. G. 
Burgess, Riversdale, and Mr. 0. H. Eustace 
Duckett, who had been returned as members 
at the triennial elections, which was held 
recently in Courtown. ! 

Mr. Owen McCov, net-men's representative 
on -the. Board, asked who presided at the 
election. The Clerk replied that the Earl of 
Courtown presided. 

In reply to the Chairman (Mr. R. W. Hall- 
Dare) the Clerk explained that there were 
iwo people holding fishing licences in the 
Courtown electoral division. One was the 
Earl of Courtown, and the other was a man 
who did not attend at the election. 

Mr. McCoy pointed out that the only people 
who were entitled to vote at the elections 
were those who paid fishery licences for the 
current vear in the electoral division, and the 
person who presided at the election must be 
chosen from those who were licensed to fish 
and present at the election. As there was 
only one licensed fisherman (the Earl of 
Courtown) present at the election, he asked 
the Board to declare the election illegal, be- 
cause Lord Courtown could not constitute 
himself Chairman without having a proposer 
and seconder. 

Mr. Coffey. Clobenon Hath, poitited out 
that Lord Courtown was the only person 
present who was entitled to vote so that 
he had to take the chair. 

When some of the members were question- 
ing Mr. McCoy about his visit to Courtown 
on the day of the election, te replied sharply 
that there were no standing orders to prevent 
him from speaking as long as he liked, and 
if the other members did not like to hear him 
they knew what to do. 

“Do not say that,” retorted Mr. 
‘*Mr. McCoy, I love to hear you, 
down from Dublin principally to hear vou. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Erskine Booth, 
Mr. McCoy agreed to send in a statement of 
his objection to the Clerk, who would forward 
it to the Free State Ministry for Fisheries.

The statement of claim set out that in er 
about the end of April, 1928, the plaintiff 
entered into a verbal partnership with the 
defendant. by which it was agreed that the 
plaintiff should erect dwellinghouses ;t 
Hazelbrook avenue, Bangor, on lands belong- 
ing to the defendant, plaintiff to supervise 
the work and do the carting, all other 
expenses to be borne by the defendant; and 
that the houses, when erected, should be 
sold or otherwise disposed of, and that the 
profits should be divided equally tetween 
the plaintiff and the defendant. 

In accordance with the agreement, fifteén 
houses were erected by the plaintiff on the 
defendant’s lands, and a dispute arose between 
them as to settlement, hence the action.

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“ Danes Heather." 

A’ Danish . correspondent writes as 
follows :— 

You referred recently to an old County 
Wicklow man, who said that the Danes 
used to make beer out of heather. I have 
heard this before. Two Danish friends of 
miné were making a cycle trip in Southern 
Ireland last summer, and had left a smal] 
town some distance behind when they were 
overtaken by a man on horseback. He 
dismounted, and said that he was in terror 
for fear he had missed them, having just 
heard that they were Danes. Now would 
they please tell him how to make beer out 
of heather? My friends regretted that in 
all their-Copenhagen lives they had never 
heard of any such thing, but they found 
it hard to convince the man ; in fact, they 
had to give him a little something to salve 
his FE tenga He then more than 
repaid them by wishing that they might 
meet two beautiful young ladies with sacks 


of gold: 

They told me this story, and I thought 
no more of it until this Danish heather- 
beer reappeared in your columns. Then 
I remembered that in my childhood I often 
visited an aunt on an old farm on the 
Jutland heath, in Denmark. She was 
one of the few remaining people who made 
beer, not from heather, but from a small 
shrub that grows in heathery or boggy 

laces.. This shrub is myrica gale, in 

nglish ‘‘ gale ” or “ sweet willow-herb.”’

Hallowe’en and Samhain. 


I wonder how many people identify 
Hallowe'en with the old lrish festival of 
Samhain. It is upon this old foundation 
of northern paganism that the Church in 
medieval times instituted the twin feasts 
of All Saints’ and All Souls’: The Celtic 
year began in November with the feast of 
Samhain—a name which may signify 
either ‘‘the. end. of summer” or 
“- assembly.' The festival was of a 

astoral and agricultural nature, and was 
ooked upon as affording assistance to the 
powers of growth in their conflict with the 
powers of blight, the actual occasion being 
marked with animal ‘sacrifices, com- 
memoration of the dead and the con- 
sultation of omens for the New Year. The 
progress of agriculture tended graduall~ 
to curtail and destroy autumnal celebra- 
tions. In the period of the Carolingian 
kings, for example,-an ‘improvement in 
meadow .cultivation took place, and the 
“onsequent increase in the quantity of hay 
available made it possible to keep the 
cattle fattening in stall instead of 
slaughtering them as soon as the pastures 
were closed. 

As in the case of Easter and Christmas, 
the Christian Church at the end of the 
tenth century established in All Saints’ 
Day a festival which was calculated to 
turn the minds of the faithful from the 
pagan beliefs and customs which centred 
around the season. The attempt has been 
only half successful, and even to-day 
throughout Europe practices are in vogue 
among the peasant peoples which. savour 
more of paganism than of Christianity. 


Ghe ‘Best of the Bargain.

ADDRESS TO DUBLIN 
LEARNED SOCIETY.

66 HE University and the Modern 
Ee World’’ was the subject chosen by 
Mr. M. A. Ellison for his inaugural 
addvess at the opening meeting of the seventy- 
seventh session of the University Philosoph ca] 
Society which was held iú the Dining Hall 
of Trinity College, Dublin, last night. 
The Provost of Trinity College presided. 
Mr. Ellison in the course of his paper said 
that the problems of the modern world were 
so complex and so difficult of solution that 
they could not view with satisfaction the 
working of their present systezn. They must 
remember that the present system was no 
mere static frame in which their life was set, 
but rather the cencretion im actual institu- 
tions of a certain level-—their own—of human 
thought. That definition clearly impl ed the 
existence of two very different quantities— 
first, the institutions, industrial, social and 
political, which contribute to the life of the 
age, all the results of human achievement; 
and, second, the human thought and activity 
by which they were inspired. It was the 
reciprocal action of the one upon the othe 
which had heen the directing factor in the 
general evolution of their civilisstion. In 
this halance between mental activity and 
social change it was the university that must 
preserve the level. 
must lead the nation’s thought, be it in 
politics, law, or industry, in science, sociolog) 
or art. 


MANY PROBLEMS. 


The modern universities had many 
problems to face, of which the more pressing 
had their roots in the rapid industrial expan 
sion of the last half-century. (ne of 
greatest needs of their time was the inte'ligent 
cultivation of public taste in literature, art 
and recreation. Here was a path in whicn 
the rniversity could most readilv take the lead. 
Without ideals. without tradition, without 
scholarship, without a fine regard for their 
s-cial heritage, there could be no such thing as 
elegant learning, no such thing as true cul 
ture. In Europe they still attempted to 
cu'tivate that liberality of outlook by a 
proper correlation of their courses: in 
America there was no such ettemnt. 
Genera'ly spesking, the climate of Frel'sh 
univers'ty oninion wos about os fer behind 
the social thought of the community as the 
technical organisation of the American 
universities was in advance of the true needs 
of the American neonle. ‘‘ Our svstem,” said 
Mr. Ellison, ‘‘is securely anchored to a 
traditional concention of the forrdation of 
national character, with a firm faith, pevhans 
too firm a faith in the 
policy; the other is tossed ebhout the 
flood waters oí. new civilisation which have 
vet to find their course. obedient to the 
latest nonnlar whim, untramelled in its dec! 
siors bv the cictates of ernerience.”’ 

His obiect in labouring these distinctions 

between two divergent svstems of higher 
edvcation. continued Mr. Ellison, wes not so 
much ‘nm make comnar'sons. but to beer ort 
his >t hypothesis, that the nn'versitv life 
‘on eculd he interpreted on'yv in rela 
tion iy the social fabric in which it was 
placed. The trarble was that thev 
alwavs labour a litt’e wav behind the advaree 
of science, so that. hefore the'r world. 
pictures were fremed and varnished. corre of 
the nigments }ad lost their valine. This wes 
nerhans the most cerlors criticism they could 
level against the English Universitics— thev 
were too slow in seizine vnon the needs of the 
age and attemntine to sunniv them. 
Had not the English Universities seriously 
lagved behind in their study of = <ocia! 
problems’? For instarce how manv of the: 
nrofessors tonk more than the proverbial 
‘academic interest’’ in the slnm 
in emnlovment, in evecenics, and im a mn'iti- 
tude of anestions vnon which thev 
would be called to make imnortart decisions 
in the very rear fvture’? The social sciences 
were far indeed from them- 
selves an assured scientific Until 
the . scientife method = was the 
basis of human nrogress.  po''ticelly, 
economically and socially their civilisation 
was in :‘langer of becoming moribund in the 
niethora of its own achievement If their 
Western civilisation failed, it would fail not 
hecanse of the advance of hostile forces or 
of propaganda from the East, but because 
of an inherent contradiction in its own 
philosophy of life.

The ane Stages of the case of Antonio 
Apicella and Matteo. Constantino against 
Emilio Scala and the Trustees and the Com- 
mittee of the Hospital Sweepstakes were 
reached yesterday. The plaintiffs claim from 
the defendant, Emilio Scala, a sum approxi- 
mately £60,000, to w'.ich they say they are 
entitled as owners with Mr. Scala of the 
ticket which drew the winning horse .in the 
Grand National Sweepstake. The defendant. 
Scala, denies that the plaintiffs were owners 
with him of the winning ticket. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. T. A. Finlay, 
K.C., and Miss Phelan (instructed by Messrs. 
Corrigan and Corrigan) appeared for the 
plaintiffs; Mr, A. E. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Fitz-

structed by Mersrs. Taylor, Son, and Robin- 
son) for the defendant, Emilio Scala; and 
Mr. Lavery, K.(‘., and ? ”. Mac Fhionnlaoich

The Hon, W. J. Schutt, an Australian ex-

CLOSING REPLY. 


Mr. Finlay, in his closing reply on behalf 
of the plaintiffs, said that there were two 
completeiv distinct issues involved in the 
action, first of all. the genuineness of the 
document of the 15th Felruary, 1931. and 
secondly, and completely independent of the 
other, the question whether there was, on or 
about the 15th Janvary, 1931. a verbal agree- 
ment entered into between the plaintiffs and 
the defendant Scala, which covered, ster 
alia, the winning ticket F/M H 22370, 
whereby the plaintiffs would be entitled to the 
relief claimed bv them in the action. He 
suggested that when the documents were 
examined in the®light of the facts disc’oted 
by the evidence his lordshin would come to 
the conclusion that if there was any lack 
of frankness it was not on the part of the 
plaintiffs. 

The evidence of any Mr, Scala’s witnesses 
could not suggested Mr. Finlay, stand the 
ordinary test. When the considered the 
whole circumstances and the facts regarding 
the agreement, not one fact emerged which 
could be said to-be preinudicial to the plain- 
tiffs’ case. Tt was abundantly c'ear, 
although Mr. Scala had denied it, that Mr. 
Scala was the person who dictated the agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Justice Lieredith said that the evidence 
was that, after the agreement had been 
executed, it was carried alout by Mr, 
Apicella in lis pocket for some time. and 
became worn in places. Captain Quirke’s 
evidence was that the ink of the added 
number had “ run,” or sunk in at one point,

| as was made by the jury in this case 


showing that the figures had heen added at 
a date later to the writing of the rest of the 
document. 


“ KEPT IN BEDROOM,” 


Mr. Finlay—The evidence was that the 
agreement was kept in the bedroom, and 
water, if it fell on it, would take off the glaze 
of the paper and make the ink '“' run.” 

Counsel asked the Judge, in the ‘absence 
of very clear proof, not to infer that the 
agreement was a forgery, and suggested that 
the facts on the document itself negatived the 
charge that the winning number had been 
added afterwards. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he could 
not imagine how the winning number came 
to be added afterward if ha held that it WAS | 
a forgery. It might be that Apicella was 
wild with disappointment; that Mrs. Apicella , 


got a hold-of the document in some way ie | Arthur 


carelessiv added the words ‘‘and also No. 
F/M H 22370 ”; and that when Apecelli got 
it back, and after consulting the. bank 
manager and others, thev decided that it was 
worth the risk attempting a big fraud and 
decided the best wav of escaping detection.

French Rugby. 


Ireland's annual Rugby football matches 
against France provided a useful trial .í 
strength for our teams before the home 


countries were encountéred, and our sport- 


ing year. is the poorer by their dis 
appearance liom the fixture card. We 
shall not see a French team upon an Irish 
ground until the clubs of that country 
have composed their differences, and ail 
good sportsmen. will wish a successful 
issue to the deliberations of the council 
of former French internationals which 
meets in Paris this week. The council 
was formed as a result of the Prince of 
Wales's timely intervention in the dispute, 
and already it has prepared a plan for 
the resumption of international matches 
One provision, we understand, is that 
French Rugby, shall be amateur in the 
strictest sense. If this consummation is 
to be achieved the club championship 
must be abolished, or at least re-organised ' 
for the abuses to which it leads were 
the most important factor in the decision 
of the British Uniéns to impose their ban. 
The disappearance of professionalisin, 
whether open or sul) rosa, would do. much 
to bring French Rugby back to favour ; 
but, if the ban is. to be lifted, the game 
also must be purged of that  over- 
robustness which has caused more than a 
dozen, clubs to break away in-disgust fror 
the Fédération Francaise de Rugby. We 
welcome, in the council’s preliniinary 
announcement, the indication that it is 
in correspondence with authorities across 
the Channel. Only thus can French Rugby 
be saved. Deprived of participation in 
the international championships, France 
can hope only to become a power in 
Continental football, and we fear that, 
if, matches are confined to German and 
Italian teams, the game will develop in 
a manner which would shock the purists 
of ‘Lansdowne road.

DUBLIN BOARD FACES 
NEW PROBLEM.

At a meeting oí the Dublin Board ol 
Assistance (Dublin Unior -Comm:ttee) held 
in the Dublin Union yesterday, Mrs. Kettle 
presiding, it was reported that the number of 
families that had received assistance during 
the week ended 24th October was 7,139, at a 
cost of £3,743 17s. There was an additional 
£95 146. paid to fifty-eight men on test work. 
Compared with the corresponding period of 
last year this was an increase in expenditure

enormous majorities do not mean that 
people have voted blindly anti-Labour or 
anti-free trade or anti any of the minor 
issues of politics, They mean, broadly 
speaking, that the nation has passed judg- 
ment on, leaders who got into difficulties, 
who,.admitted the dilhculties, and then 
(all but .a courageous handful) ran away 
from them, and who finally strove to 
escape judgment by fighting the election 


They have suffered for their own mis- 
judgment of the intelligence and the 
courage of the nation, but a condemnation 
so complete is, or should be, in itself a 
sufficient lesson how to regard it. There 
should be no crowing, either in general or 
over individuals, but only a sober satis- 
faction, that the calibre of the British 
democracy has been shown so unmistakably 
superior to the low opinion formed of it 
by the defeated. That is the spirit of the 
messages issued to the nation by the Prime 
Minister, by Mr. Baldwin and by Mr. 
Snowden yesterday. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S TASK, 


On the other hand, there should be no 
tremors among the victors at the extent of 
their victory. They asked for it, they 
worked for it, and they have been granted 
it in overwhelming measure. They have 
no reason to be frightened of what they 
wanted. It is true that these enormous 
majorities, just because they are not party 
majorities, may quickly be reversed if they 
are mishandled.. It is also true that 
an enormous majority in the House of 
Commons May soon disintegrate into 
groups if it forgets its origins or its tasks 
or if it comes to mistrust its leaders. All 
these things have happened before, but 
there is no essential reason why they 
should happen again. 

Neither the Government nor the bulk of 
its followers is féttered by impossible 
promises; neither is pledged to push at 
all costs and in all circumstances the party 
programmes. with which this or that 
section has been associated in the past. 
The situation which they have to face is as 
unprecedented as their majority, and they 
owe their astounding majority to their own 
recognition.of that fact. They have to save 
this nation from the appalling danger of 
a collapse of currency and of credit, to 
subordinate everything to that end, and 
to build upon its successful achievement 
a national reconstruction so solid as to 
make a recurrence of that danger impos- 
sible. 


THE ELECTORAL TRIUMPH. 


Nowhere will the Prime Minister find a 
heartier echo of his assurance that the 
interests of the working classes will not 
be overlooked than among his colleagues 
of other parties. This electoral triumph 
of the national cause may shrivel, but it 
can only shrivel in the flame of party 


respectively. 

Describing: his victory, Mr. Joseph 
Devlin said that never in any previous 
election had the Nationalist candidates 
had such forces arrayed against them.

AREA OF 41 ACRES TO BE 
ACOUIRED. 


Dublin Corporation, at their meeting 

on Monday (the. Chairman, Councillor 
Thomas: Kelly, presiding), had before them a 
survey of an area which includes one side of 
Marlborough street, Waterford street,” Rail- 
wav street, Corporation street, Eyre’s Court, 
Tyrone Court, Elliott place, Faithfull place, 
Upper and Lower Goucester street, Lower 
Gardiner. street, North Cumberland street, 
Gloucester place, Glorhey’s Buildings, Glou- 
cester Court, Willet’s place; Moore's Cottages, 
Bella street, portion of Lower Rutland street, 
and the rear of premises in Summerhill, Cum- 
berland. Arch, Mecklinburgh lane, Lady Ann 
Jane, portion of Mabbot lane, Rodolph place, 
portion of Beaver street, Hurst’s lane. 

I'he area includes a very considerable 
number of insanitary premises, occupied to a 
large extent by persons with small means, 
who» are’ in a position to pay only a few 
shillings a week in rent. 

There are also numerous. derelict sites 
within the boundaries of the area; so that it 
is possible that accommodation might be 
provided on these before it becomes. netessary 
t> dispessess the occupants of the existing 
hahitations—one of the many important. con- 
siderations’ which. render the clearing of slum 
areas so. difficult a problem. ‘The area pro- 
posed. to be dealt with contains approximately 
41 acres. 

The Committee very carefully discussed: the 
contemplated. Improvement Scheme, and, 
after a sitting of two hours, during which 
every feature: was considered, it was unani- 
mously decided to recommend the City 
Manager te take steps to have the area 
acquired: for housing purposes, and ‘fo. refer 
the survey to the City Architect, with a 
request that-he would advis® as to « suitable 
scheme’ of dwellings, which will enable the 
Corporation’ ‘to provide, accommodation. at 
suitable.:rents for the population which will 
have to be re-housed ‘on the area. :.

MR. SNOWDEN. 


Mr. Philip Snowden issued the following 
statement to the nation from No. 11. Down- 
ing street to-night :'— 

‘This appeal to the electors to give a 
demonstration of national unity has re- 
ceived a response far beyond. all expecta- 
tions. This overwhelming majority for 
the National Government is not a party, 
but a national, victory. 

‘* Millions of men and women have voted 
for candidates with whose general political 
views they are not in agreement, on the 
sole ground of showing to the world that 
Britain is determined to stand four-square 
and bring the nation through its difficul- 
ties. 

‘The result is a magnificent justifica- 
tion of democracy. The leaders of the 
National Government have told the nation 
the truth about the issue, and the 
democracy has trusted its leaders. 


“ I do not rejoice at the disaster which 
has come to the Labour Party. I regret 
.it because the Labour leaders have 
brought this catastrophe upon themselves 
and to the party by their folly, lack of 
courage and leadership, and misunder- 
standing of the popular spirit. 

‘‘ They hoped to exploit the unemployed 
for party advantage. The electors in the 
industrial areas where unemployment is 
highest have given the most emphatic con 
demnation of the Labour leaders. 

‘“ Millions of unemployed and former 
Labour voters have put national interests 
before party at this election, without in 
the least changing their political and 
social ideals. 

“ This is not the end of the Labour 
Party. It will rise again, but only with 
new leaders who have vision and courage, 
but it must be based on a citizens’ and 
not a class outlook. 

“ This defeat of the Labour Party “will 
be for its ultimate good, if the lessons are 
learned. 

' A great task now awaits the National 
Government.

A SHATTERING BLOW. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson made a state- 
ment to a reporter at Burnley last night. 
“The Tory Party’s manceuvre has suc- 
ceeded far beyond its leaders’ most 
optimistic expectations. A shattering blow 
has been dealt at Labour in Parliament. 

‘* Throughout the country the co-opera- 
tion of two party machines under the 
leadership of the Prime Minister and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has aceom- 
plished their object of reducing the official 
Opposition to insignificant proportions. 

“ H is not the first time that the electors 
have been duped on a grand scale. In 
past national and local elections the cry, 
‘It’s your money they want,’ which has 
been used with great effect against Labour 
by opponents who resort to such discredit- 
able tactics, has not occasioned much 
surprise. 

“The Government's victory has estab- 
lished an overwhelming Tory supremacy. 
The Tories have secured, under the guise 
of national unity, a larger representation 
than they were able to obtain even in 
1924 with the assistance of the notorious 
“red letter.’ 

“The new House of Commons will be 
a mockery of demoeratic parliamentary 
representation, and, from the standpoint 
of general national interest, this is a 
danger and a disaster.”’ . 


| PUBLIC PLACES OF 


AMUSEMENT. 


Important new regulations for the control 
of places of public amusement have been 
prepared by officials of the Dublin City 
Council. They affect every Dublin theatre 
and cinema and all other houses of amuse- 
ment, and are about to be submitted for 
approval to a special committee of the 
Corporation and to the managers sf 
amusement places. 

The primary object of the regulations 
is to protect patrons of amusement places 
against fire. Rules under this head deal 
with the provision of adequate means of 


escape from buildings, and of ready means 


of controlling outbreaks. 

A good deal of attention is given to 
the character of seating accommodation— 
whether fixed or movable—with a view to 
easy movement of visitors and avoidance 
of panic. There are special provisions in 
regard to exits, structural lay out, light- 
ing, heating, and the protection of the 
‘public. | 

Provision is made for special care of 
children who may not be accompanied by 
parents or relations, and a modification 
in the hours of cinema houses is proposed.

Leicester stockbroker, in a voice trembling 
with emotion gave evidence at the Leicester- 
shire Assizes yesterday in the case in which 
he and George Victor Smith (44). his former 
partner in the firm of Arthur Wheeler end 
Company, appeared to enswer indictments 
charging them with fraudulently converting 
to their own use sums of money exceeding 
£25,000 entrusted to them. 

Sir Arthur said. that since 3910 Arthur 
Wheeler and Company had never been either 
a “bull” cra “bear,” Arthur Wheeler had 
never been anything but brokers.

In an interview en Tuesday Gandhi said 
that he would not be the guest of any 
political party, but would stay privately 
with a friend in Dublin. He expressed a 
desire to meet members of all the parties 
in the Dail for informal conversations. 

Gardhi has always taken a keen interest 
in Irish problems, and is extremely well- 
informed on the varying situations which 
have arisen from time to time since the 
Constitution of the Free Siate. 

The Mahatma will be accompanied by 
his suite, which includes his son Devadas, 
Miss Slade, the Pandit Malabar and Mr.

HON. PATRICK GLYNN, K.C. 


The death has ocerrred at Adelaide, South 
Avstralia, of the Hon. Patrick McMahon 
Glynn, Ki... LL.B., whe at one time held 
office as Attorney-General and Minister for 
Home Affairs in the Australian Common 
wealth Parliament. Pern in 1855, he was a 
son oÍ Mr. John Givnn, Gort, County 
Celwev, and was ed:cated at Blackrock 
Colleze and Dublin ‘University. He was 
called to the lrish Bar in 1879, and to the 
Victorian. New South Wales, and South 
Arstrojian Pars a few vears later. 

He was elected to the membership cf the 
Fouth Australian Legislative Assembly, and 
wis a member of Convention from 1897 ~ntil 
1838. In 1899 he was appointed Attorney- 
General of the. Sorvth Australian State 
Ministry, and held the -same office in the 
Deakin Federal Ministry from 1909 until the 
following year. He first tecame a member 
of the Commonwealth Parliament in 190; 
and held office as Minister for Fxternat 
Affeirs during 1913-1914 In 1917 be heca ne 
Minister for Home Afiairs and ‘Territories 
which office he held vwitil 1920. He visited 
Fraeland for the Empire Parliamentary Asse 
ciation in 1916 

He was alse well known in the Common 
wealth as author of numerous political anid 
literary pamphlets, and as an abie Jecturer 
on Shakespesrian subjects and constitutionai 
questions,

brother of a well-known Dublin citizen, Sir 
Josenh Glynn, who resides in Ailesbury road,

Mr. John Halpin, President of the Chamber, 


in introducing Mr. Breunan, referred to the 
Act recently passed by the Dail, Tatifying 
the costs given in the Circuit Courts during 
the last seven years, and said that the 
Chamber was pressing to obtain a less costly 
and more speedy provedure for the collection 
of debts than that which had obtained since 
the passing of the Courts of Justice Act. 

The Chamber also opposed that section of 
under which the 
iocal authority was empowered to recover 
from any pei'son whose property was in- 
creased in value by the making of any town- 
planning scheme tlree:fourths of the amount 
of that increase. 

In connection with the Road Traffic Bi!’, 
the Minister had agreed to receive a deputa- 
tion from the (amber, which would ask that 
all application§ for driving licenses should be 
accompanied by a declaration of proficiency 
in driving as weil as of physical fitness. 

Mr. Halpin added that he trusted that 
there would be no increase in the rates of the 
Electricity Supply Poard. The national in- 
terest, as well as the successful running of 
the Shannon scheme, reqrired the presence of 
business men o{ proved abiliiy and experience 
on the Board. Tire Lusiness members should 
be appointed for reasonable terms, not for 
short periods of a few monihs. 


MR. BRENNAN’S ADDRESS. 


‘Mr: Brennan, in the course of His address. 
said that the Great War and all that followed 
it were responsibie for the first collapse ol 
the gold standard, which caused even the 
United States to nut an embargo on the ex- 
port of gold between the years 1917 and 
1919. The effe:ts of this abandonment were 
not apparent for a tune on accourt of the 
sharp rise in prices, but after a time it was 
seen that a resumption of the gold standard 
was necessary if. stabi'ity was to be main- 
tained. This staility, however, proved to be 
ephemeral. for in spite of the beavy burden 
of taxation on the country the Budget could 
not be balanced, and an unfavourable trend 
was manifest in the British balance of pay- 
ments, which held no promise of immeiate 
improvement. In consequence confidence 
abroad in the inherent stability of the pound 
sterling was weakened. 

During July the Bank of 
£270,090.000 of gold, and was subsequentiy 
forced to borrow, im conjunction with the 
Treasury, £130,000,00 from France and New 
York in order to maintain the value of the 
pound. In spite of these efforts, however, 
ster'ing st] remained at a discount. 

The erisis was heralded by an attempt at 
the beginning of June to withdraw these 
loans, and in consequence the Reichsbar’ 
‘ost over £5),000,000 in gold. This drain 
was subsequently transferred to London, and 
clearly deinonstrated the need for important 
monev centres to maintain an adeqrate stock 
of gold. America and France held between 
them 60 per cent..of the world’s total supply 
and it was unquesttonably this maldistri- 
bution of the metal that rendered the situa- 
ticn so dimeult for other countries. 


A PAPER BASIS. 


Ster'ing was now on an inconvert‘ble paper 
bas's,ggnd its value was determinable by re- 
ference to purchasing power, note issue and 
to volume of credit. rather than to gold. 
This situation was a grave hindrance, to ex- 
ternal trade with countries both on and off 
the gold standard, and to foreign tnvest- 
ments: so some means must be found to give 
the pound some stable value If this were 
not done, and a rehabiliated monetary 
mechanism instituted, the countries who had 
remained on the gold standard might soon 
see gold settling down to a lower level of 
va'ue, and the disappearance of the premiums 
at which their currencies now stood. If 
interrational ‘trade were not to degenerate 
fo a system of barter, stabil'sation should be 
effected as soon as was possib'e. 

The interest taken by individual countries 
in the international aspect of money was 
proportiorate tc the extent of their external 
trade, and from this point of view the Free 
State was deeply interested. 


FREE STATE’S TRADE, 


The last analysis of world trade prepared 
by the League of Nations showed that the 
Free State occupied the twenty sixth place 
in absolnte magnitude of external trade in 
a list of seventy-nine other countries, and 
was ahead of such countries as Gerinany. 
the United States and France in its volume 
of export trade per bead ef population. 
Therefore, as a country that was operating 
a gold exchenge standard, it was pas á con- 
cerned in the framing of any world gold 
policy. ; : 

Aithouech a suiteble international policy 
was essential for the general resumption of 
the gold. standard, every country would have 
to accept and discharge responsibility for its 
own part in the general scheme The normal 
ebb and flow of gold from one country to 
another could not be controlled artificially, 
but the obstacles which prevent this free 
ehb and flow would have to be broken down, 
and countries in need of additional gold 
would have to limit their demands to their 
exact requirements. 


QUESTION OF STABILITY. 


It was not sufficiently’ realised that the 
stability of the Free State currency was 
dependent, to a major extent, on factors 
under its own control. There were some 
who thought that since the Free State pound 
and the pound sterling were legally tied 
together, this country had no currency 
problems to face in maintaining the face 
valne of the money, but this attitude was 
entirely fallacions. There was nothing in 
the system that ensured that the Free State 
should be able indefinitely to maintain the 
statuto balance of. British Government 
securities against its note issue. That was 
a matter entirely dependent on the economic 
welfare of the country. It was frequently 
said that the Free State pound sank or 
swam with the bac sterling, but it was 
truer to regard the pound sterling as a raft 
to which the Free State nownd sling

Mr. Cormac Breathnach moved a. motion

THE BISHOPS’ PASTORAT. 

Mr. Sammers, Blackrock, referred to the 
cectation from the Pope’s Encyclical con- 
tuned in the Bishops’ pastoial in which 
Conanunism was condemned, but he said 
that five lines which followed the quotation 
had been ieft out of the Bishops’ pastoral. 
Thase lines said that if unfair ¢onditions of 
living were noi removed they would prepare 
the way for the overthrow and ruin of social 
crder, 

“I am a Roman Catholic.” said Mr. 
Summers; “1 am an Irishman, and 1 protest 
here in this community of Irishmen against 
the mutilztion of the words of the Holv 
Father. That miatiiation is something that 
may be typical or appreciated in Dail Eireann, 
but coming from responsible teachers of the 
predominant relizion in this country it is an 
insult to the Holy Father.” 

Mr. Caldwell (Meath) said that he had not 
heard of any growth of Communism. 

Mr. Moloney (Roscrea) said that he believed 
that Mr. Morrissey, T.D., would be a candi- 
date for a 
Party. 

The Rev. Father Kane (Roscommon) said 
that when the bishops issued their Pastoral 
they must have been convinced that there 
was a great danger of Communism later on, if 
not soon. He believed that the Pastoral would 
have gocd effects, but priests were not likely 
tu find any trace of Communism in then 
parishes. The bishons were, however, the 
best antidotes to Communism 

Mr. Byrne (Dublin) said that the menace 
to Catholicity was to be found in the Masonic 
Lodges.

MR. DE VALERA’S DENIAL. 


Mr. de Valera said that the whole question 
was whether thev of the Fianna Fail Party 
were to be recorded as among the classes, the 
heedlessness of wliom had been condemned by 
the Hely Father. He had no doubt that their 
political opnonents would use passages from 
the Pope's Ereyclical against them, and they 
would say that Fianna Fail were the people 
make light of imminent

wanted really to see remedies to fight 
dangers if they existed.

There would, he admitted, he a serious 
danger if men with arms in their hands were 
to attach themselves to any class movement 
and use those arms for class purposes against 
‘another section. 


THE POSSESSION OF ARMS. 

There was a great deal of suffering in the 
country, and there was a great deal of wrong 
that has to he richted or remedied. It would 
he a seriovs position if arms were available 
to be used to try to bring about whatever 
remedies were thanght desirable. That would 
wreck the foundation on which the Free State 
was reised. They had to admit that a new 
organisation wes now formed, They knew 
the members of it, and did not apprehend any 
denver from it. 

He believed that the whole dancer of the 
spread of anv false doctrines lay in the re- 
fusal of peonle who were resnonsible to re- 
move had conditions, brt instead sec] power 
to prevent expression of existing discontent : 
to prevent n-ople coming tovether to discuss 
remedies. He wes convinced that ultimately 
the truth will prevail. ' 


A CONSTITUTIONALIST. 


He hated te see politicians preaching only 
one half .of the Catholic doctrine to the 
people. He defied anybody to say that he 
was anvthing: but a Constitutionalist. He 
helieved that nothing more than an appeal 
was necessary to prevent arms being used. 

“TI would rather that these arms were not 
there now. and that we all concentrated on 
one way of getting our freedom,” he said. 

Reverting to the Amendmenf Act, he said 
that the unemploved should have freedom to 
come together, express their opinions, and 
get redress. He disliked the methods of re- 
pression that had heen adopted. 

The resolution was adpoted.

ture by reducing his contributions to Church 
end charity, or, as far as it is at all possible, 
allow God's cause to suffer in any way; for 
what we really need more than anything else 
is a widening and a deepening of the spirit 
of true religion in the nation. 

But 1 am not afraid. The members of 
this diocese have always shown their deep 
attachment to their Church by standing in 
to its support. Last year—and no one could 
call it anything but a difficult year finangially 
—the assessments were splendidly paid up 
all over the diocese. The amount in arrear— 
and it is only seven parishes that have failed 
—is more than £100 less than in the previous 
yean, The promised augmentations have 
also, on the whole, been very well kept up, 
and the total sum subscribed in this way 
shows an increase on the previous year. - 


PAROCHIAL ENDOWMENT. 


I should also like to call very speeial atten- 
tion to the renarkable increase of parochial 
endowment which is recorded in our Council 
report. No less than twenty-two parnshes 
have had their financial position strengthened, 
and the total sam of new money to their 
credit is nearly £4,700. In some cases this 
has been the result of most creditable efforts 
made by the parishioners themselves, and, 
while so many have done well, I must make 
special mention of the reaily amazing sum 
| raised bv one of or outlying country parishes, 
Clondevaddock—about £09 (Applause.) 
But, besides the amounts raised by the 
parishes themselves, the list of endowments 
also includes generous bequests and benetac- 
i tions from old parishioners and well-wishers. 
I notice with very distinct approval the many 
gifts made to endow the assessment funds of 
the parishes. By this means subcriptions to 
the support of the ministry are not lost when 
the subscribers die, which so often proves 
a great embarrassment to a parish, and v hich 
in some poorer parishes, at least, may have 
very serious effects. 


WARNING THE MINISTRY. 


After a touching reference to the members, 
clerical and lay, who had died during the 
vear, Dr, Peacocke said that during the year 
he had ordained three young men for curaciés 
in the diocese, and he hoped to have further 
ordinations next vear. The prospects for the 
regard to the manning of the 
ministry in ther Church had verv much 
brightened He nnderstod that at the pre- 
sent moment there were almost, if not quite, 
three times as many men in the Divinity 
| School of Trinity. College, Dublin, as there 
| were three or four vears ago. 


COMING OF ST. PATRICK. 


You are all aware. no dcubt, that next 
vear in the 1,500th anniversary of the landing 
of St. Patrick in this country on his great 
mission. Our Church of Ire'and, if history 
ig to be regarded as a reliable test of her 
claims, is unquestionably the Church he 
founded. So it is intended, in 1932, to cele- 
brate the event in {fitting fashion with great 
Services in Armagh, Dublin. Belfast and at 
Saul, in County Down. where he landed.

DECISION THAT RAISED 
SERIOUS POINTS. 

On the second stage of the Courts of Justice 
(No. 2) Bill, 1931, 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the object of the bil! 
was to remedy a position that had been 
brought about by the decision of the Supreme 
(curt with regard to the case of Stokes and 
another versus Quinn and another. tules 
with regard to Circuit Courts had been 
brought forward three times, and for various 
reasons had failed to secure passage. The 
Circuit Court since it was established had 
been functioning without any new rules aud 
without any regulated scale of costs. It had 
been assumed that the costs lay at the dis- 
cretion of the Court, and that view was acted 
upon until the decision of the Supreme Court, 
which came rather indirectly when another 
point was raised. 

Two rather difficult points had been raised 
by the decision. One was that for the future 
there was no scale except the scale that was 
applicable to the old County Courts, and 
that was quite unsuitable when one con- 
sidered the heavier jurisdiction given to the 
Circuit Courts. The second point was that. 
by reason of the judgment. a doubt had been 
cast upon awards already made. It was con- 
sidered necessary, therefore, to validate those 
awards, and that was done by a declaratory 
section Jn Section 2 of the bill brought for- 
ward. 

The proposal was that until such time as 
the new rules came into operation a certain 
procedure woyll be followed in those circum. 
stances. After that the rules would hold. 
here were two smaller points referred ta— 
one was with regard to appeals from the 
Circuit Court, and fixing a scale of costs 
there. The other, that the leading case. 
which had brought about the situation, was 
not interfered with, nor were the costs regu- 
lated by that decision dealt with at all. 


SCALE OF COSTS TOO HIGH. 

Senator COMYN, K.C.. supporting the 
second reading, said that he did not think 
it right that the plaintiff in the case in which 
the irreqularity was discoyered should be 
the one to suffer. He thoucht the scale of 
costs laid down was too high. Lawvers, he 
said, wanted to do their business on reason- 
able ierms. They realised that their ad- 
vantage was not in high costs, but in cetting 
the peovle to come to courts of justice, and 
in famiharising them with the procedure of 
the courts.

T is hard to. remember a less eventful] 
| Cambridgeshire, from a _ spectacular 
int of view, than that which Mr. 
sate Clayton's Disarmament won this 
afternoon by three lengths and half a nee My 
from St. Oswald and Lord Bill; for St. 
Oswald made the running until they were 
coming down the hill, when Nevett shot 
Disarmament in front of him, and, drawin 
right away, beat Lord Derby's cast-off with 
consumate ease and at least 10]b. in hand. 

The only bright interlude was the bulidog 
struggle of Lord Bill. He was unruly again, 
but not so bad as at the last meeting, and 
had to be led to the post. When he began 
his vagaries there the starter was, naturally, 
not disposed to be too indulgent with him, 
and he was behind the line when the lever 
went up, so that he lost possibly four or five 
lengtlis. 

A quarter of a mile from home he was 
battling on splendidly, and making up 
ground fast. He continued bis run right 
through, which carried him past Hill Cat, 
whom he kept out of the minor place. 
would not like to say that he was unlucky 
to have lost, because Disarmament had so 
much in hand, but he showed what a 
colt he is when he likes. Both he and Dis- 
armament are sons of Beresford, and, of 
course, Irish-bred, as is the fourth, Hill Cat. 
A DISCREDITED THEORY. 

There is an old theory—a fiy-blown one, 1 
always think—that horses drawn on the far 
side of the course at Newmarket have their 
chances discounted. But here in a field of 
twenty-four runners Disarmament was drawn 
No. 21, St. Oswald 24, Lord Bill 20, and 
Hill Cat 17. ' 

St. Oswald settled down in front, and 
never lost the lead until Disarmament took 
it off him. The latter was never out of the 
first four once they got going. 

The most surprising thing about the race 
was the complete cm Én of the favourite. 
Link Bov, and it does seem as if there is 
some malign fate pursuing horses that come 
from Manton to run in this race. No horse 
could have looked better, and no favourite 
could have run worse. He was drawn at 
No. 16, and he could never take a place 
among the leaders. Fox told me after the 
race that he was weakening under him when 
he had gone only six furlongs. 

JACOPO’S RUNNING. : 

Jacopo ran better; for he was prominent, 
with Lovelace JI., in the early stages, but 
he was beaten at the end of seven furlongs, 
and he finished a tired colt.

The crowd was not so big as is usual on 
Cambridgeshire day, a circumstance partly 
due to the general election, which seemed to 
be exciting: more attention than the .Cam- 
bridgeshire. The light was none too good. 
and the running in the Cambridgeshire from 
three to four furlongs was difficult to follow. 

The first race, the Limekiln Stakes, was 
easily won by Mr.+Anthony de Rothschild’s 
‘Armagnac, who, after the French horse, 
Parsee II., had led to the Bushes, took it up 
and won easily by three lengths and two 
lengths from Unlikely and Convoy.
